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DISCRIMINATION OF 
RAGES HERE CITED 
IN LIONS ADDRESS 


Uplanders, along with other res- 
idents in the state and nation, are 
discriminating against the Mexi- 
cans and other minority racial 
groups, and this is the reason for 
the race riots occurring from time 
to time, in the opinion of Ignacio 
Lopez, editor and public official, 
who spoke at the meeting of the 
Upland Lions club in Upland Wo- 
man’s club house at noon yester- 
day. 

Warning his listeners that he 
was going to speak frankly and 
truthfully, Mr. Lopez, editor of a 
Spanish language newspaper, 
pointed out instances of educa- 
tional discrimination in Upland as 
well as throughout the southland. 
He also reported that Mexicans in 
San Bernardino were preparing to 
file a suit against that city for 
prohibiting them from using the 
municipal plunge built by WPA. 
Adding to his examples of dis- 
crimination, the speaker said that 
an air corps cadet was recently 
killed in an accident and _ that 
when his remains arrived in San 
Bernardino, his home town, his 
parents were denied the privilege 
of buying a lot in a cemetery. 

SOLUTION SUGGESTED 

Mr. Lopez gave one answer to 
the problem—education. 

“Educate the Mexicans,” he con- 
tinued with emphasis, “and also 
educate the Anglo-Americans as 
to their part in helping to solve 
the problem of racial minorities.” 

The speak is a_ graduate of 
Chaffey high school and junior 
college and of Pomona college and 
he also attended the University of 
California at Berkeley. He spoke 
with emphasis and sincerity. 

He told of the 750,000 Mexicans 
in California, of the 250,000 in Los 
Angeles, and of the three and a 
half million Mexicans in the na- 
tion. After giving a numerical 
picture of the population and re- 
ferring to the recent “race riots”, 
Mr. Lopez cited exxamples of dis- 
crimination. As to the local sit- 
uation, he compared the attract- 
ive educational facilities afforded 
the Anglo-American students with 
the Serra Vista school building 
used by Mexican students. 

He also said that unitl recently 
Mexicans had difficulty obtaining 





employment as packers in some. 


citrus houses. 
CAUSE OF RIOTS 

“These incidents are the cause 
of race riots,” he declared. ‘“We 
are right now a saviour nation and 
surely we will not fail to take our 
place’ in helping solve the ills of 
the world. We critize Hitler for 
speaking of the Germans as 4 
super race and for persecuting the 
Jews. Yet we are following the 
same practice in this country. 

“I am not apologizing for the 
Mexican shacks and the fact that 
they do not make the most of 
their opportunities in education. 
It is not altogether their fault. 
It is a problem for all Americans. 

“We have rationalized over the 
matter and have followed the 
theory that the Mexicans could 
learn better if by themselves. We 
have also in one way or another 
gotten the idea the Americans 
were a better race—so we have 
segregated the Mexicans.” 

Education, he said, was one an- 
swer to the problem. Proper rec- 
ognition of the Mexicans would be 
another practical move, he said. 

As to the war effort, Mr. Lopez 
pointed out that many of the sol- 
diers killed on Bataan were from 
New Mexico and that thousands 
of Mexican nationals are serving 
in the U. S. army. 

The speaker was introduced by 
Harold W. Cook, program chair- 
man, with William Gilliland, pres- 
ident, presiding.

-An explanation of the general 
nature of the work of the commit- 
tee is given in a statement by Mr. 
Van Valen; who said: ‘We have 
the present case of tomatoes 
which paid the farmer five cents 
yet retailed for 22 cents a pound. 
The fault of so wide a spread 
needs to be found or we cannot 
expect more tomatoes.”

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STEEL PLATES T0 
COME FROM KAISER 
MILL NEXT WEEK 


Sixteen months from the time 
construction was started on the 
project, steel plates will be pro- 
duced by the Kaiser Co., the first 
plates to be rolled within a day or 
two. 

Announcement that everything 
is virtually in readiness for start 
of the steel plate production was 
made today by Kaiser authorities. 
Actual start of the rolling mill 
awaits the arrival of the last unit 
of machinery. 

From the mill, the bright, heavy 
plates of steel will be rushed to 
ship-building plants on the Pa- 
cific coast. Just as a shortage 
was beginning to appear in steel 
plate, the Kaiser mill is coming 
into production. Start of the roll- 
ing mill brings to realization one 
of the major objectives of the 
project. 

From the plate mill white-hot 
ingots of steel will be rolled into 
plates 110 inches wide, 50 feet 





j long and from one-quarter of an 
The ; 


inch to two inches thick. 
plates will be sheared to varying 
lengths used in ship construction. 
The mill will have a capacity of 
300,000 tons of ship plates a year. 
Two other units of the rolling 
mills to be installed at the Kaiser 
plant will be a merchant mill, de- 
signed to roll steel for heavy man- 
ufacturing, and a structural mill, 


, at which will be rolled beams and 


other structural steel for the con- 
struction industry. . Work on the 
two units is under way. 
FULL SCALE PRODUCTION 
The operation of the rolling mill 


| will mark the beginning of full 


scale production at the Fontana 
mill, where already the coke ovens, 
blast furnace and open hearth 
units are operating, It is the only 
mill west of the Rocky mountains 
where all operations of produc- 
ing steel, from the reduction of 
raw ore into iron to the rolling 
of plates, are handled.

TAX REDUCTION [5 
LIKELY FOR LOCAL 


PROPERTY OWNERS) 





Tax bill for property owners in 
this district is likely to be less 
than last year even though the 
Upland city and the Upland 
school district charges will be 
higher, it was indicated today in 
an unofficial and tentative tabu- 
lation of tax rates discussed by 
the various tax levying agencies. 

The city rate is scheduled to be 
about 20 cents higher than last 
year and the net increase by the 
local school district will be ap- 
proximately 15 cents—including 
the bond rate and the operation 
costs. 


The rate for all other agencies 
is expected to be lower than last 
year with the county ‘board of su- 
pervisors setting tue pace by re- 
ducing the tax charge approxi- 
mately 30 cents. The Chaffey 
high school rate will be lower than 
Jast year as will also the 
college figure, according to pres- 
ent indications. 

Increase in assessed valuation 
and reduction in ‘general operat- 
ing charges are the principal fac- 
tors for the downward trend in 
the tax figure. 

The total rate for Upland iprop- 
erty owners last year was $4.96. 
Observers forecast a total rate of 
a few cents below that figure for 
1943-44.
